His relatives endeav- 
ored to convince him of his error, and 
tried to persuade him to go to bed. He 
refused to lie down and insisted on re- 
maining- sitting up all night. 


Late at niprht the family retired, 


leaving Thomas sitting in a rocking 
chair. 


At 3 o'clock yesterday morning his 


sister Mary was awakened by an ago- 
nizing scream from her mother. 
When 


she emerged from her bedroom she 
found her mother lying on the floor 
while Thomas stood above her brandish- 
ing an axe. The floor was covered 
with blood and from an adjoining room 
her other brother could be heard moan- 
ing in the agony of death. The pir 
ran through the house and finding all 
the doors locked, opened a window anc 
jumped to the ground. She remained 
at the window, and as her brother 
made no attempt to follow her, she 
stood and watched him at his mur 
derous work. 


The maniac brot'het- seized a ca°.°- 


coal oil and after pouring it ever ctte 
floor and furniture, set it on fire. «e 
then drew a butcher knife across hi? 
throat and fell by the side of his 
mother. 


The poor girl attempted to extin- 


guish the flames, but they spread so 
quickly that in less than ten minutes 
the house was a mass of fire. The 
screams of the 
girl 
awakened the 


neighbors and they rushed to the 
scene, but the flames had already fin- 
ished the work which the maniac had 
commenced. 


When the blazing timbers had cooled 


sufficiently to allow a search of the 
ruined home, four bodies Were found 
ilaekcned and charred in the ruins.

editors of Republican rural newspapers" 
are "insect" and " infinitesimal country 
editors," because, as it alleges, they 
favor the re enactment of the McKinley 
tariff law and "are vociferating that no 
man is elligible for any office who will 
not swear that the McKinley act was 
the best gift of God to man." and it tells 
them for the thousandth time and with 
every symptom of honesty in the as- 
severation, that the defect of the Repub 
hcan party, m 1890, and in 1892, was due 
solely to that measure. 
Having done 


this it demands of these pismire editors 
to say who, and where, on the stump 
declared "that the question to be decided 
was whether the people wanted the Mc- 
Kinley act replaced on the statute 
books." 


It is more than suspected that the 


Tribit ne, which is a great and consistent 
paper on everything except the tariff^ 
has more trouble with the McKinley act 
than al1 the Republican papers in the 
United States, both rural and metropol 
itan combined, and it may be justly 
doubted that the ''insect" and "infini 
tesimal" country editor is in any sense 
responsible for this trouble 
The Re- 


publican country editor, though his evo- 
lution may not, as yet, have trans 
cenJled the ''insect" state, as a rule, 
keeps close to his rural constituency, 
an I, by the aid of developed instinct, 
knows enough to keep his feelers out of 
the tree-frade tar barrel.

The Tnbune does not seem to be in 


that happy frame of mind. It seems to 
suspect that it is summoned to trial for 
heresy. It don't propose to go to trial 
until it succeeds in discovering some 
Republican country editor who has dis- 
covered a Republican stumper, not ex- 
cluding McKinley himself, who has ever 
insisted, or who does now insist, that 
the McKinley act shall be re enacted, 
figure for figure, letter for letter, Hne foi 
line, paragraph for paragraph, schedule 
for schedule, and date for date. It as- 
sumes that if no such man can be 
found it cannot be convicted, and the 
court will be forced to adjudge that 
it was justifiable in the attack on the 
McKinley bill, and correct in its oft re- 
peated claim that McKmleyism was the 
cause of the Republican defeat m 1890 
and 1892. Of course that is an impor- 
tant matter and ought to be settled 
some time within the limits of this gen 
eration. 


When discussing a question of this 


kind, under circumstances in which the 
Tribune ie not m harmony with itself 
on all points, it never fails to be logical, 
though everybody may not see it that 
way. 
If no man can be bound hand and 


foot and delivered to the Tnbune who 
has claimed the McKinley bill should be 
re-enacted just as it was, then it follows, 
logically, that .its attacks on that bill

prophecy he made as to the outcome of 
the Democratic victory in 1892. Hear 
him in that lucid moment: 


The great masses of the laboring peo- 


ple were dissatisfied and ignorant of the 
true cause of their troubles. 
They 


blamed the McKinley bill, and, not thor- 
oughly understanding the measure, lis- 
tened to the Democratic speakers and 
believed what they said when they told 
the labormgmen that the McKinley bil 
protected the already rich manufacturer 
and yet gave the poor man no relief. 


The defeat would have con.e,no doubt 


had the McKinley bill never been enact- 
ed, for the country seemed determined 
to try free trade. But as soon as the 
people discovered, by experience, they 
had been deceived, they began voting 
the Democratic party out of power. The 
Iowa Republican platform in 1893 en 
dorsed protection as interpreted in the 
McKinley act. So did the Ohio, the 
New York and the Massachusetts plat- 
forms of that year. The people did not 
repudiate these platforms; but, on the 
contrary, rolled up in all these states 
great Republican victories, and Governor 
McKinley, the reputed author of the 
McKinley act, became the most popular 
man with the people in the nation. 


It was not incumbent upon the Re- 


publican speakers in 1894 to argue 
schedules m the McKinley act, and they 
did not do HO, but every one of them, 
and the Republican papers, including 
the Chicago Tiibune, pointed the poo 
pie to the prosperity the country on 
joyed in 1892, under that act, and E 
great victory was won. Not upon £ 
promise that the McKinley bill woulc 
not be re enacted, for nobody made any 
such demand. The people simply turnec 
their faces asrain toward protection anc 
prosperity, and that is what they now 
want, and quibbles about the McKinle; 
bill at this time and under these circum 
stances are not intended to be beneficia 
to the party. 


The first organized assault on protec 


tion, since 1860, was Cleveland's free 
trade message, December, 1887, three 
years before the McKinley bill was en 
acted. It was then the doctrine was 
laid down that the tariff is a tax paic 
by the consumer upon both the importec 
article and the like domestic produc 
tion. It was then free wool was advo 
cated. That message was endorsed by 
the Tnbune. 
Tbe next step was the 


Mills bill. That measure was endorsee 
by the Tnbune. But a Republican sen 
ate repudiated it and formulated anc 
passed m that body a substitute for the 
Mills bill, which became, two years 
later, the basis of the McKinley bill.

rot -of Color IlloniHne Which May He 
t erformocl at the Table. 


Here is an interesting feat of color- 


blending which can be performed at 
the dinm r table, where usually all the 
(ngrediei ts can be found.

' ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 20.—The body 
'Of the late Czar Alexander III. was 
placed in the tomb of his fathers, be- 
neath the fortress cathedral of SS. 
Pete? and Paul, yesterday, seventeen 
days after death. Tho funeral serv- 
ilces -fl-ere the most elaborate of any 
•imU ar services that have ever taken 
place in Bussia, and the last rites were 
performed in the presence of an assem- 
blage of royalty and representatives of 
royalty such as has seldom or never 
congregated under similar circum- 
stances beneath the roof of a sacred 
edifice. More than thirty members of 
European royal families were in at- 
tendance, and, with their suites and the 
representatives of sovereigns who were 
unaHe to be present in person, the 
monarchic! representatives numbered 
•everal hundred. 


decorations. Prayers were constantly 
being said by priests upon the altar 
and at the head of the coffin, where 
the heavily craped imperial standard 
hung in silken folds. The white silk 
window curtains had been drawn, and 
the windows were framed in black, 
through which a feeble light strug- 
gled. 
A silver wreath on a black 


cushion stood in the center of the edi- 
fice fronting the altar. It was the 
wreath of Queen Victoria. 


The' grave, five feet deep, was uncov- 


ered at 9-30 a. m. and entirely lined 
with flowers. 


At this hour the assembly began 


gradually to congregate, and brilliant 
uniforms and costumes could be seen 
on all sides.

The silence of the cathedral at this 


liour was only broken by the uneven 
voice of a priest offering prayer and 
the responses of his two assistants. 


At 9:40 a. m. the candles upon the 


altar and around the bier were lighted, 
and the guard of generals assumed 
their places upon the dais near the 
foot of the coffin. 
At this hour the 


cathedral was half filled, and by 10 
o'clock, within half an hour of the time 
fixed for the beginning of the mortuary 
services the edifice was packed, over 
1,000 persons standing in the closest 
possible space, leaving a lane from the 
western door.

Not only by special machines for spe- 
cial purposes, but by great co-operative 
machinery for the whole housekeeping. 


But the faithful housekeeper is quite 


sure that there is one servant who will 
never be supplanted—the servant of 
small things. The servant, paid or un- 
paid, who picks up the trifles everyone 
else drops, and puts away the articles 
everyone else forgets. The servant 
who carries up and down stairs odd 
cups and glasses and spoons; who finds 
overshoes and slates and school-books 
and hats; who gathers the scattered 
playthings and discovers the misplaced 
book or sewing; who makes ready the 
chair and the footstool for the coming 
occupant, and who takes up all the 
dropped stitches., moral and material, 
in the iamily life. 


There may arise housekeeping ma- 


chines, big and little, working with 
marvelous skill and accuracy. But un- 
til a method is discovered of putting a 
heart as well as hands into them, oi 
giving them a soul as well as a body, it 
is certain that the sphere of the serv- 
ant of small things can never be per- 
fectly filled by such contrivances.— 
Harper's Bazar.

Diphtheria to Be Stamped Oat by Inocu- 


lation Hereatter. 


The new treatment by inoculation 


for diphtheria and cronp, as practiced 
in France, is, the subject of a special 
report to the state department by 
United States Consul C. W. Chancellor, 
at Havre. He says that by this method 
of treatment only one out of four diph- 
theritic patients succumbs, whereas 
the figure is double for other methods 
of treatment heretofore applied. Con- 
sequently the consul, who is a Balti- 
more physician of repute, says that it 
would seem very desirable that the 
anti-diphtheritic serum bhould be in- 
troduced and come into general use at 
the earliest period practicable in Amer- 
ica, 
where many thousands of children 


and numerous physicians, students and 
nurses die annually from diphtheria 
and croup. 
The consul gives in detail a history 


of the development of the treatment 
by Dr. Pasteur and his assistant, Dr. 
Roux. who have been .experimenting 
with it for five years, keeping it secret 
until they had sati'ified themselves of 
its efficiency and had subjected the 
animal (the horse) best adapted to 
transform diphtheritic poison into an 
anti-toxine. 


A trial of the new treatment at one 


of the largest children's hospitals of 
Paris resulted in reducing the death 
rate from diphtheria from 51.70 per 
cent, to 24.33 per cent In addition it 
is stated that children vaccinated with 
the sernm were protected from the 
disease even while living1 in close con- 
act with diphtheritic patients. As the 
Pasteur institute cannot meet the great 
demand for the serum movements are 
on foot in different localities to estab- 
lish auxiliary stations. In slight cases 
one injection of the serum is sufficient, 
while the ordinary case yields to two.
